On Thursday afternoon Senator Blaine 
delivered a speech on the Bland Silver 
bill, which attracted the largest gallery 
crowd which has been seen in that Cham­ 
ber for some time. 
The prominence of 
the man aud the importance of thg subject, 
combined to make ihe.hour one of special 
intreest. Mr. Blame is abundantly capable 
of making a powerful and speech, when­ 
ever 
be 
is 
advertised 
to 
take the floor he attracts 
the eyes 
of the country. In this case, he did not 
tail to draw about bim an immense num­ 
ber of persons, a larger part of whom were 
men of thought, position, oiliness, and in­ 
fluence. He also commanded the attention 
of the press of the country. His speech id 
mauy respects is the most important which 
has been delivered on the silver question 
In the Senate. He opposed the Bland bill 
dollar on the ground that it is not an hon­ 
est dollar. Blaine spoke tor the dollar whxh 
can go eveiy where—in every State in the 
Union and rn every country in Europe, 
bearing with it a purchasing power equal 
to a gold dollar. He also believes in a 
doable standard. The more important 
points ot this speech are these, to which we 
heartily commend the very earnest atten­ 
tion oi every one who cares to become 
thoroughly informed in regard to the sil­ 
ver question. 
First, that silver sod gold were the mosey of 
the constitution; that the Government. had no 
right to demonetize either; and that having de­ 
monetized silver he was in favor of resxjnetlzlng 
It. 
Second, that Congress has the right to reg­ 
ulate the issue and value of com, but to coin a 
silver dollar of obviously less value than the 
gold dollar would be to open the gates to sil­ 
ver to flow into the country an i for gold to flow 
out. 
Third, to issue a silver dollar of 412^ grains 
will be to defraud every man who is forced to take 
It for a dollar. 
Fourth, to issue a debased dollar would be 
to discount the legal tender or national bank 
notes. 
Fifth, that the I'm ted States has power to re­ 
establish silver In its old place both in .Europe 
and America, because lf we can compel our for 
sign creditors to receive silver rn payment it will 
naturally be to the interest of tho?e creditor* to 
assist us la raiding the value of silver. 
Rut 
to gain this advantage we must issue actual mon 
cy co-equal with gold in ail market*. 
Sixth, that the success of the struggle for a sin­ 
gle gold standard would be ruinous ann productive 
of widespread disaster. 
Seventh, that the public credit can afford to 
accept payment in whatever coin the United 
States Government can afford to coin and circu 
late. 
Eighth, that when th# public credit was pledg 
ed in let«thai our obligations should be paid in 
the standard coin cf that day silver bullion was 


The United Slates Revised Statute! re­ 
quire that the Secretary of War shall report 
t > Congress the strength of the organized 
militia force in the various States. 
This 
he has done. 
His report, however, dots 
not include Virginia, Georgia, Alabama, 
Minnesota, and Colorado, from which no 
returns are received. 
From Delaware,

We then stated ia sub­ 
stance that the work had been done so bur- 
riedly that it was not what it should be, 
aud that it was doubtful whether Ihe Leg­ 
islature would accept the revision at this 
session. A majority of the revisers are 
Democrats, and from very good Democrat­ 
ic authority it came to us, that tho revi­ 
sion was not in a proper condition to be 
adopted by the Legislature.

The prediction is that the fight over the 
revision of the Statutes will make the ses­ 
sion the longest held for many years.

RELIC OF ANTIQUITY. 
To the Editor. 
There has recently been brought into 
the rooms of the State Historical Society, a 
most interesting relic of primitive times. 
It is a “quern,” or stone corn mill, and of 
undoubted antiquity. 
The lower stone is 
nearly 23 inches in diameter, and about 7 
inches thick. In the center is a hole one 
inch m diameter, extending through the 
stoue. The stone is cut away to the depth 
ol three-quarters of un inch for nearly its 
whole size, simply leaving a rim of alnut 
one and a half inches in width. At one 
side 
a 
small 
channel 
is 
cut 
to 
allow the crushed grain 
to 
escape 
The upper stone has a diameter of 20 
inches, and the upper surface is convex 
having a thickness of 2 inches at the edge, 
and 5 inches in the center, where is a hop­ 
per-shaped opening with a diameter of 


5 )2 inches. Near the edge are three holes, 
equidistant, intended to put in sticks or 
something of the sort for the purpose of 
turning. In the under side of the upper 
millstone is a rectangular slot 3 by 8 
luches 
and 
of 
an 
inch deep. 
A copper 
disk 
8 
inches 
in 
diameter, carrying on one side a projection 
which exactly fit9 this slot, was found in 
the immediate vicinity, ani doubtless form­ 
ed a bearing upon which the stone revolv­ 
ed. The material of the mill is a green­ 
ish basalt, a variety of trap. It shows the 
effect of long use, the grinding surfaces be­ 
ing worn smooth. This unprecedented 
discovery was made in Washington coun­ 
ty, while digging away a mound in order 
to lay the foundation for a barn, aud at a 
depth of four feel below the surface. This 
implement is undoubtedly intitled to the 
first place among the prehistoric! of Wis­ 
consin.

SIX MEN HANGED. 


A BJngrntar and Thrilling Episode of 
Prison Lafe In Andersonville. 
From the St. Louis Evening Post.. 


There was an episode during my lite at 
Andersonville that elands out rn my mem­ 
ory above all others. No man can conceive 
of the demoralization that comes upon men 
confronted on all sides with so much mis­ 
ery. 
W hile Andersonville developed ex­ 
amples of as noble heroism and self-sacrifice 
aa the world probably ever witnessed, it 
■erred also to bring out upon the part of 
tom e of the Inmates many of the most ab­ 
horrent and despicable traits of human na­ 
ture. The greatest luxury that could be 
enjoyed by a prisoner was a warm blanktt 
Yet men were found among the prisoners 
base enough to rob their fellows of even 
these comforts. 
A gang of robbers was 
organized who went around the cam p ut 
night and torc the blankets and clothes off 
from tick and dying men, kicking arni 
beating those who made any feeble attem pt 
a t resistance. 
Money was also taken from 
the prisoners, or anything of value that 
could be found upon them. In a little while 
the robberies became so frequent as to be 
the worst of our troubles. 
A perfect reign 
of terror existed, and we did not know 
w hat to do. .Finally, after consultation, we 
asked permission of W irtz to investigate 
and see who were the perpetrators of 
these outrages, and punish them. 
Wirtz 
granted lr, the only kind act Le ever did, I 
believe, for the I n ion prisoners there, and 
I thank him for it until this day. We pick­ 
ed out six men for trial belore a tribunal 
o f our own selection. 
It sat outside ot the 
stockade under a Confederate guard. 
A 
judge, jury, prosecuting attorney and clerk 
were appointed, together with a counsel 
for the defense. Evidence was heard from 
many of {the prisoners, and the accused 
were all identified aas amoDg the parties 
guilty of the robberies. A verdict of guil­ 
ty was found, and they were sentenced to 
be hung, and the entire proceedings ap­ 
proved by W irtz, who ordered the lumber 
to be furnished us for a scaffold. 
We built 
one sufficient tor our purpose la a few 
hours. It consisted simply of a cross-beam 
supported by two uprights. 
A platform 
was constructed about three feet from the 
ground, the first plank laid at night angles 
w ith the uprights and parallel with the 
cross-beam directly above it, being so ad­ 
justed that it could be withdrawn from its 
position at a moment's notice. 
The six 
condemned men were escorted to this seal- 
fold by a guard of about three hundred 
priioners, armed with sticks and clubs. 
They were placed on this plank. 
In lieu 
of the customary black cap we encased 
their heads- in lieut sacks. 
Notwithstanding this absence ot cere- I 
m ony the scene was aa impressive one. I 
The gallows stood near the top of the hill, 
and nearly ali the thirty-eight thousand 
priioners were gathered to witness the e x ­ 
ecution. I bey maintained perfect silence, 
retraining from any insults to the condemn­ 
ed, but their hollow eyes, pale, pinched 
faces, their savage expression of counten­ 
ance, were a sufficient indication of their 
determination that cot one should escape. 
The ropes w tre carefully adjusted, with 
the knot in each case under the left ear. 
and, by a signal, the board was withdrawn 
from beneath them. There was a drop of 
two feet, and the bodies swung about a 
foot from the ground—all but one. 
The 
sixth mao, a former sailor in the navy, was 
perceived to have fallen to the ground. 
The rope had broken. 
In an insiaut he 
was on his feet. 
Ile started to run down 
the hill. The crowd, comprehending his 
intention to escape, followed with a wild 
yell rn pursuit. 
It was aff ght for lite. 
Ile 
had the start by a few seconds aDd he made 
the most of it. I never saw a man run as 
he did. He went down to the morass w ith 
nearly thirty-eight thousand men close 
upon his heels. 
Not boding him there we 
looked up and saw him running up the 
aide of the other hill. 
We followed, 
lie 
made for one of the buts or sheds, but aa 
soon as he heard us coming got out and 
again sought refuge in a dugout, and a sec* 
ond time h id to abandon it as we came up 
It was twenty minutes before we had him 
fast. 
He begged piteously tor his lite, but 
we had no mercy. 
We bad to drag him 
down the hill through the sand, thence 
through the swamp, and up the other hill 
to the scaffold. 
He was held by 


Rotation of Crops. 
T. B. Miner, in Rural New yorker. 


A good farmer is known by his judic­ 
ious rotation of crops,because all crops do 
not draw from the soil the same relative 
amount 
of 
its fertilizing constituents. 
Probab y there is no better rotation than 
to begin with cam ion grass sod ; and the 
question may ari6e, “Is it beat to plow the 
land early in the spring, and give the sod 
more time to decay, or should be plowed 
at the tim e of planting the corn?” 
I 
think ll Is decidedly the best way to plow 
and plant immediately, so that th e corn 
may be up before the grass has grown 
much. 
I have seen fields that were plow­ 
ed for- the corn two or three weeks before 
it was planted, so full of grass that the corn 
had afhard struggle for life till the grass 
was. subdued. 
The next crop after the corn may be 
potatoes, barley or o ats; and in the fall 
put in winter wheat and seed down to tim 
othy, and fsow the t clovereeed .in the 
spring, io March, while the surface of the 
soil freezes at night and thaws by day, 
which opens the soil and lets the clover 
seed into the numerous little cracks. A n­ 
other way is to sow the clover seed 
in 
April, and run a flue-toothed harrow over 
the land both ways. 
If the soil Is light, 
the harrowing will benefit the wheat, erad­ 
icate the weeds and cover the clover seed. 
But this rotation requires an application 
of manure to each crop in order to produce 
good paying crops, as a general rule. 
There is do use of farmers rn the old States 
trying to keep their Iarm9 in a fertile con­ 
dition without m anure; and they should 
keep enough live stock to supply what 
dung most be applied to their land*, and 
this can be done most profitably by keep­ 
ing first-class milch cows. 
No farmer who 
owns ten or twelve co ws thatyield a pound 
of butter a day on an average of nine 
months in the year, netd fear to see the 
village constable call on him, as he will 
have no sum mons to serve|on him ; but he 
will have one for his neighbor who keeps 
two or tLree cows, and of a kind that are 
sold 4 cheap”—the poor “critters ’ that one 
hods at auction axle-,fund which would be 
dear at $10 a head. 


The Fruit Crops. 
The value of fruit crops in the United 
States is estimated by the govern m eat sta- 
tisiican at $140,000,000 annually, or about 
half the value of the wheat crop. The 
value of the annual crop of Michigan is 
put down at $4,000,000. 
California has 
sixty thousand acres of vineyards, produc­ 
ing ten million gallons of wine annually, 
besides vinegar, ravins, brandy, and fresh 
grapes. The other States produce five m il­ 
lion gallons of wine annually. 
The siugle 
port of Norfolk, Virginia, reported three 
million quarts of strawberries this year. 
Illinois, whose fruit crowing is ot recent 
orgin, now has three hundred aud twenty 
thousand acres of orcu.rds.

ISI 19 
rite Superintendent gave an interesting 
report ot the Horticultural exhibition at 
the State Fair. 
It was voted to hold the J uue meeting of 
the Society at Baraboo, in connection vrith 
the Sauk County Horticultural Society. 
Resolutions were introduced and passed 
requesting Congress to encourage the cul­ 
tivation and protection of forests, and en­ 
dorsing the appointment ot Dr. John A. 
Warder, of Cincinnati, as Commissioner to 
visit Europe to inspect the systems of for­ 
est culture in operation there. 
Joint C onvention. 
On Tuesday evening the joint conven­ 
tions of the State Agricultural and Horti­ 
cultural Societies assembled in the Assem­ 
bly Chamber. 
President N. D. Fratt, of 
Racine, occupied the chair. 
The first speaker, Prof. T. C. Chamberlin, 
State Geologist, was introduced. 
His top* 
ic was “A Proposed System ot Experimen­ 
tal Farms,” of which he spoke ot two fun­ 
damental tacts as the base of all positive 
voowledge in agriculture, viz - scientific 
facts aud experimental facts. Experiments 
must be tried when information is needed ; 
aud diflerent locations require different ex* 
periment8. 
Senator ll. D. Torrey, of Oshkosh, Sec­ 
retary of the Northern Agricultural Soci­ 
ety, then read a paper on this subject, 
showing the distribution of the societies of 
this order through the L aton in tho last 
century, showing the progress of tho 0 1- 
ganizaiionoi these societies down to the 
present, about two-thirds of them iu the 
last ten years, lie gave the dates of or­ 
ganization of home societies, showing the 
same ratio of progression in the last ten 
years in our own State ; showed their use 
rn stimulating a healthy competition among 
farmers by the comparison of ideas, and 
products of industry. 
Ex Secretary W. W. Field then spoke 
of the progress of the Agricultural Society 
in the last ten years as a significant fact, 
and defending “book farming * as the best 
expression ot the most successful farmers of 
the State. 
Senator M. Anderson, of Dane, suggest­ 
ed that tne large increase of interest in this 
direction was owing largely to the grange 
movement. The order oi the Patrons ol 
Husbandry has become a vast power for 
the education of the farmers, of their wives, 
sons and daughters. 
President J. M. Smith, of Green Bay, 
spoke of the splendid successes of farmers 
associations in the country, and of the val­ 
ue ot the published reports of the State so­ 
cieties. 
J. C. Plumb, of Milton, read a paper, 
entitled “The Relation of Soils to Tree and 
Fruit Growing.” Taking up this subject 
some years ago, as a pc jslble solution of 
truit growing, be had found it a great and 
growing study, involving the conditions of 
tree growth and (the special geology of our 
Slate. He show J the correspondence be­ 
tween our native soils and native tree 
growth, and that there was a law of adapt­ 
ation or natural selection, which, if obeyed, 
would add largely to our chances of success 
in fruit growing. 
That soil formation 
blanda prior to all other natural conditions, 
and more within the reach of man’s art 
than climate or variety. 


* ty. spoke of the first prospects of the State, 
and stated that the best apple he bad eaten 
f sinre ho i*ad been in the State, had grown 
j in Wisconsin. Believing that the heat and 
] dryness ot summer had an Injurious effect 
upon the apple. 
THURSDAY MORNING. 
President Smith called a sealion of the 
Horticultural Society. 
Committee on Fruit on Exhibition re­ 
ported ten varieties of apples by G. P.

J. S. Stickney shewed five varieties of 
apples. J. C. Plumb showed fine speci­ 
mens of Plumb's cider apples and of bls 
newtLxke Winter Siberian crop, which 
seem to be good keeping qualities, and as a 
winter crab to be worthy of notice. 
President Fratt then took the chair In 
Joint Con vent ion, and resumed the pro­ 
gramme of me day. 
B. F. Adams of Manison, one of our 
im at reliable growers of strawberries, in 
answer to the question, “Would you rec­ 
ommend any other variety for the main 
cr«>p, for the average planter, besides the 
Wilson 
replied that tor himself he was 
growing the Col. Cheeney tor this pur­ 
pose. 
C. II. Greenmail cautioned all farmers 
not to go much on anything but Wilson. 
In the discussion aud experimental tann­ 
ic g. Professor Daniels wished to be un­ 
derstood that no experimental farm under 
me care of a State is “ telf- paying.” or can 
be ex pecte d to be so.

WEDNESDAY 
MORNING. 
President Smith. of the Horticultural 
Society, called lo order at 9 a. rn. 
Reports were read from district commit­ 
tees, B. F. Fetch, of Stevens Point, show­ 
ing that the people of his district were 
much discouraged, yet tree planting the 
past two years had been more successful. 
Report from D. Huntley, of Appleton, 
showing the general* loss of most of the 
old orchards of that region, except a few 
bardy varieties in favorable locations, and 
commended the planting of the improved 
Siberians. 
J. C. Plumb, of Milton, reported from the 
Southern portion of the State that the pros­ 
pects tor a full crop of fruit the present 
year were very flattering ; that the frau 
buds were full ot vitality, as well as the 
trees, and the demand for hardy varieties 
was on the increase, the recommendations 
of this society being eagerly sought for. 
C. U. Greenman read a paper, “Small 
Fruits for the Common Farm,” giving the 
details ot practice in growing all the small 
fruits of our climate, with especial direc­ 
tions tor growing the grape, illustrating 
the trellis system of pruning by diagrams 
showing the necessity of renewing the 
fruiting wood by systematic annual prun­ 
ing, and named varieties recommended for 
this State. 
Mr. Stone, of Fort Atkinson, who is an 
extensive strawberry grower, has used a 
solution of Paris green as a remedy for the 
ieaf-roller or strawberry worm, with suc­ 
cess. 
Mr. Plumb described the most practical 
way of grape pruning for farmers, and 
urged that they should not deter the prun­ 
ing of their grapes until spring, lf not al­ 
ready done, and that systematic pruning 
was a necessity to success in grape grow­ 
ing ; that the prospect of fruit of all kinds 
for the present year was exceedingly good, 
the early snows and the mild weather of 
December giving a great amount of vitali­ 
ty to tree and fruit buds. 


WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON. 
J. W. Wood, of Baraboo, read a paper, 
“A Farmer’s Garden,” giving many prac­ 
tical truths on the necessity of a good gar* 
den, not only for Its addition to the suste­ 
nance of the family, but as a source of 
health to the different members of the 
household; and that this garden should 
nave its share of the labors ot the farm 
Uelp, and not the product of the already 
overworked mother of the lamily, as it is 
too often the case ; showed the need of an 
early start and constant pushing of the cul­ 
ture.
